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GETTING AWAY ^ITH ~" ~ 

DISREGARD OF THE 

FOOD LAWS 


The recent ordcr-in-council regulat¬ 
ing the consumption of food in public 
eating ulacos brings U3 face to face 
with the difhcqltie3 of absolute cOntro 1 
in a country such as this. In the cit¬ 
ies it may be a comparatively easy 
matter, but in towns such as oura the 
matter of control must be left largely 
to the good faith of the proprietor and 
customer. 

Although the more responsible est¬ 
ablishments have not hesitated in liv¬ 
ing up to the letter and the spirit of 
the law in every respect, there are 
eating houses which, either through 
ignorance or negligencef^re offenders 
against the law. In some cases, doubt 
less, the proprietors mean well,, but 
they are sometimes subjected to in¬ 
timidation and perhaps a little insult 
from the patron who imagines that he 
can boss not only the eating house but 
the entire Dominion. His ideas of 
a food controller is a man who legis¬ 
lates for everyone but him. 

The sooner such high-flown notions 
are got rid of the better, and it must 
be clearly recognized that this matter 
of food control in public eating houses 
is one affecting the proprietor and con 
turner alike, and that both must insist 
on seeing that the law is carried out. 
The individual with the hoggish tend¬ 
ency must be given to understand 
that the feeding of the armies is of 
far more importance than his per¬ 
sonal appetite, and the proprietor that 
the country can better dispose with 
his license than it can with the food 
wantonly consumed on his premises. 
In the case of the latter the crux of 
the matter is that some of them are 
sufficiently unscrupulous to make a 
bid for the trade at the expense of a 
law-abiding competitor, but they must 
not be allowed to get away with it. 
The law must be observed a( what¬ 
ever personal cost and sacrifice and it 
is the duty of both proprietor and con¬ 
sumer to see that so far as they are 
concerned it suffers no breach.

RED TRIANGLE 

The monster campaign to raise two 
and a half million dollars which the 
Y.M.C.A. is launching will be so orga¬ 
nized as to appeal to every one in the 
country.

The British and 
American forces also have their “Y” 
with them but it must be understood 
that in regard to the money raised for 
overseas work during the coming 
campaign all of it will be,used by the 
Canadian Y.M.C.A. with the Canadian 
forces. 

Probably no - wort don? in con¬ 
nection with the 'soldiers has laid so 
great a hold, on Canadian manhood at 
it tire war as this. Stepping ill to 
.‘five the soldiers the nearest approach 
o home life it has filled a want no 
other organization has attempted to 
lo, and among the men at the front it 
■ta Ulttnled to as “home.” No more am 
preciative testimony than that is r“ 
quired. It provides the boys with com 
forts and amusements from the mom¬ 
ent they leave the trenches until they 
return, and what the “Y” does not do 
for them cannot be done at all. It 
provides them with everything from 
a cup of coffee and I cigarettes to 
sporting club outfits and free picture 
shows and entertainments, and in 
many cases the “Y” is the first place 
at which some of the men. receive first 
aid after having been wounded. But 
more, perhaps, than this it also does, 
it keeps the men in touch with the 
spirit of the land they have gone out 
to defend, the spirit of home, and the 
things all men cherish most in life. 
The brutalizing tendencies inherent to 
warfare are softened and th? better 
part of the man is cultivated and kept 
alive despite the' turmoil of the fight, 
that probably is the greatest work 
the “Y” is doing; it is getting the men 
and keeping them; it is the link be¬ 
tween the rough usage of war and the 
peaceful Canadian home. 

Surely no organization with such a 
mission can fail to gain from us the 
heartiest sympathy and support. We 
ask our readers to read the various 
articles on Y.M.C.A. work which will 
appear in these columns from now 
until the campaign is over; or better 
still, ask the returned soldier for his 
.jpinioi^ of the Red Triangle work at 
the front.

THE KAISER’S INDICTMENT 
OF HIMSELF 

Every now and again the All High¬ 
est, with a burst of eloquence unusual 
in anyone save himself, illuminates 
the progress of events for the bene¬ 
fit of his own people and neutrals. 
Here is an extract from his latest 
speech: “The people who wish to 
destroy us are digging their own 
graves.”

This 
being so the Socialists ai*d. Democrats 
of Germany are politely informed 
that they are pursuing suicidal meth- , 
ods. But the kaiser was doubtless 
thinking of the whole German nation 
when he made the statement, and the 
“people’-’ referred to are evidently the 
Allies. However much appeal this 
view may have with the Germans 
themselves the real translation of the 
cryptic saying is that the people who 
are trying to destroy the German 
nation are digging their own graves. 
Here the All Highest speaks the 
truth although he many not have rea¬ 
lized it at the time. The people who 
are doing more than any other to de¬ 
stroy Germany are the military cast 
of that country, and that they are dig¬ 
ging their own graves at the present 
time is about the greatest truth the 
kaiser has uttered -in many a long 
day.

STEAM BOILER MEN 

JfUST HAVE LICENSE 


Owhera of steam boilers in the Prov¬ 
ince should make themselves familiar 
with the new provisions of the Act 
respecting steam boilers passed at the 
last session of the Provincial Legisla¬ 
ture., -f 

The provisions of the act effect all 
owners of portable and semi-portable 
boilers. All such steam boilers must 
be registered With the Department of 
Public Works in order that a license 
may be secured to operate them. - 

A number license in $7.50, It runs 
for the balance of the year. A penalty 
in the form of a fine up to $50.00 is 
imposed for the operating of boilers 
for which licenses have not been se¬ 
cured. ^ 

Provision is made for the regular 
annual inspection of boilers as well as 
for special inspection when necessary 
and for the issue of inspection certifi¬ 
cates. Boilers may not be operated 
until they have been inspected. There 
is no charge for the inspection of reg¬ 
istered boilers.

$85,00 was spent for hot drinks for 
the soldier boys by the Red Triangle 
last year. In the advanced area the 
Y.M.C.A. handle refreshments, and 
these in dug-outa. Supplies are sold 
with the exception of hot drinks, 
which are given free. 

All such sales are according to the 
British army regulations, which name 
an official price for everything which 
must be adhered to all over British 
zones. During a push of juty kind no 
goods are sold, but given away to the 
exhausted and wounded men. This 
phase of work alone, at Hill 70 was 
credited with saving hundreds of men.

The news that comes daily 
of that awful, grim struggle now 
being fought in France and Flanders 
brings home to uS clearly and un¬ 
mistakably this fact that, after al¬ 
most four years’ war, human liberty 
is still in the balance. The call for 
men is urgent, and they must, to the 
full limit of power, be sent. Their 
places at home must be taken by 
those who remain. Despite the diffi¬ 
culties, we must produce more food 
than we have ever done before. Set 
apart all your land fit for growing 
crops and plant as much wheat as you 
can. Plan to bring as much new 
land on,your farm under cultivation. 
Plan to bring as much new land on 
your farm under cultivation as pos¬ 
sible, and thus increase your acreage 
for next year. It will be needed then 
just as much as now.”

The prospect of ldsing the R.N.W. 
M.P. as a factor in the life of western 
Canada brings to the’front once more 
the countless brave and difficult deeds 
which our far famed soldiers of the 
plains have done in years, gone by. 
They have a long list of notable 
achievements to their credit which can 
never be overshadowed even by the 
records of this great war. The dis¬ 
tinguishing feature of their service 
has been that it has been done silently 
without medals and “Hurrah,” and 
with a fine regard for the incurrupt- 
ible name of the force. 

Their name has been a terror to 
fevildoers over the American west. 
To a great^pxtent they have-made the 
history of this country. 

Their appearance, unexpected and 
quiet, the red coats and upright bear¬ 
ing, have made them a power menac¬ 
ing or reassuring to the large foreign 
settlements of northern Alberta; the 
“mountain p’leece” is a name to con¬ 
jure with amongst the' foreigners, 
and those in British districts little re¬ 
alize how many incipient disturbances 
have been quelled during the’ last 
three years by the steady patrol of 
the R. N. W. M. P. The records of the 
force contain endless strange ex¬ 
periences of which laymen generally 
know nothing. One can be given in 
illustration. 

About nine years ago, in midwinter, 
word came to the police force at Chip 
pewayan that far in the north country 
there was a man violently insane. Cor¬ 
poral Field was commissioned to go 
and bring him out. Forty-four days 
later he delivered him to the police 
station at Fort Saskatchewan after 
covering 1300 miles across woods and 
plains. For two weeks of that time 
he had watched over his charge, strap 
ped securely to a sled, had fed and 
nursed him, had every night made 
camp for him. It had been a long, 
cold, lonely journey, but doubly bit¬ 
ter because the days and the nights 
had been made hideous by the wild 
cries of raving madness.

BIENNIALS AND PERENNIALS 


It is a popular error to imagine 
that children are not able to realize 
the truth about this great war. The 
same thing might with justice, be said 
of many adults and it is open to 
question whether any adult can state 
the doctrine of “Substitution, Support 
and Carry On” more clearly and forc¬ 
ibly than has been done by Josephine 
Tryon, a pupil of the Manitoba 
School for the Deaf. Her letter, which 
follows, deserves careful reading:— 

“Some people thought that deaf 
people were useless when war spread 
its dark wings over our country. It is 
true that deaf boys cannot become 
soldiers and deaf girls cannot become 
nurses, however much they wish to, 
but helping our beloved country to 
win the war does not lie totally in 
that quarter. 

“To begin with, did we not give up 
our comfortable buildings in Tuxedo 
Park, to be turned into a Convales¬ 
cent home for returned soldiers and 
take very uncomfortable quarters in¬ 
stead ? * 

“Most of our boys have spent all 
of their vacations during the > last 
three years, working on farms, in 
order to let the hearing men join our 
country’s forces. 

“Our girls have spent most of their 
spare moments knitting socks, rauffl- 
com- 


“Sye, hif it weren’t for the bloody 
blokes in these ’ere ’uts, there’d be an 
'elluva time in this ’ere har.ny,” wa : 
.he way one English soldier express 
ed his opinion of the Red Triangl 
work of the Y.M.C.A., as he stepped 
out into the mud after attending c 
concert one night in France, according 
to Rev. Capt. John McNeill, formerly 
pastor of Walmer Road Baptist 
Church in Toronto, and for the Iasi 
eighteenth months, a Red Triangle 
worker in France. " 

After paying a tribute to Captain 
Robert Pearson and Capt. George 
Paton, two Alberta men doing splend¬ 
id work at the front, he told of the 
splendid work of the Red Cross in 
sending comforts to the men, and car¬ 
ing for the wounded. He told of the 
courage and devotion of the Chap¬ 
lains, some of whom have gone “over 
the top’’ with the boys, and who with 
the perseverance of detectives, en¬ 
deavor to secure information for rela¬ 
tives at home, of the boys. 

One incident related by Capt. Mc- 
Niell, which occurred just before his 
departure for Canada was both hum¬ 
orous and earnest. In addressing a 
| meeting of men, he asked them, if 
they, had any message for him to take 
home; they wanted everything from 
parcels to reinforcements, and one 
fellow suggested, something good for 
the lice; “which proved” said Capt. 
McNiell. “that one fellow was very 
much alive. ’ But the answer soon 
took a serious turn, and the Anal mes¬ 
sage was, “Stand by us and we will 
see it through; be good to our wo¬ 
men back home.” 

“The men who have the spirit and 
courage of those men” said he, “are 
men who have a right to be listened 
to. There is no loftier record of the 
spirit of the race in history. War is 
not glorious, hut our men are glorious 
in war.” 

Continuing, Capt McNiell said, that 
the work of the Y.M.C.A. begins in 
England, 76 centres being located in 
the camps, 35 in the forestry camps, 
16 in convalescent hospitals and the 
eamps. The

ers, wristlets and other trench 
forts. Some of the girls also spent 
their vacations in helping on farms 
so that hearing girls can go to nurse 
our wounded soldiers. 

“Since the war started our girls 
have made socks, sleeping bags^carfs 
and mitts for the soldiers in the tren¬ 
ches and these things have been sent 
off. Why even our smallest girls are 
learning to knit scarfs while those 
of eleven, twelve and thirteen years 
of age are actually knitting socks as 
though they had had years of ex¬ 
perience in that line. 

“Our pupils have saved their pocket 
money in order to give relief to the 
poor war widows and their children or 
-to send cigarettes to the sdldiers. 

“Yes! Although we have been de¬ 
prived of our hearing and are there¬ 
fore unable to take up active service 
to aid the Allies we do what we can, 
and we do it cheerfully, not with a 
fear that others will think we are sel¬ 
fish if we do not contribute. 

“Many of us have lost our brothers 
or fathers, but we gave them up, 
dearly as we loved them, for our 
country’s sake. 

“We also help to win the war by 
doing without the costly food we were 
formerly used to. We save all we can 
in order to help the Allies to over¬ 
throw the enemy. 

“Yet hearing people think that we 
can do nothing to help win the war, 
but if they were in our place for a 
few days they would, change their 
minds to a considerable extent. 

“In our Household Science class 
we are using rye flour and have al¬ 
ready sent our former supply of white 
flour to our soldiers. 

“This coming summer you need not 
be surprised if you. hear that deaf 
girls from this school are raising war 
gardens in order to cut down the 
“High Cost of Living.” I am one that 
is helping my country in this way,and 
I am determined to make my plan end 
in the right way. 

“Now, dear reader, you will prob¬ 
ably be tired of my dry little story 
but even by it you have found out 
that the pupils of this school have set 
their hearts on having this war end 
[ in favor of the Allies.

I work in England is most important 
because it is in the training camps 
that the men form friendships and re¬ 
ceive impressions that remain with 
them, through the coming hour of 
trial. 

The British Army has entrusted to 
Canadians the construction ofl all 
light railways, and most of the stand¬ 
ard guage railways, and most all the 
forestry work is done by Canadians, 
and in all these activities, the Y.M.C. 
A. is with the men. 

Bilt its most important work at the 
front, is in the forward areas, beyond 
the concentration points: Here there 
are 23 places operating in dug-outs 
and cellars. These are* never closed 
and no matter what part of the serv¬ 
ice may have to go by the boards, 
temporarily, these forwards services 
are kept up, 24 hours a day, and hot 
drinks, biscuits, chocolate and com¬ 
forts furnished the men by these cen¬ 
tres are free of charge, thanks to the 
generosity of the Canadian people. 

Previous to big attacks, the war de¬ 
partment notifies the Association of 
the positions to be attacked, and pos¬ 
itions are taken up, near dressing 
stations, so that the men may be tak¬ 
en care of as they come to the dress¬ 
ing stations. In the memorable at¬ 
tack of the 15, 16 and 17th of last 
August, when Hill 70 was captured, 
Capt. McNeill and Capt. Dickson ar¬ 
ranged their supplies the night before 
and waited for the morning. Half an 
hour after the attack began* the 
stream of wounded commenced to 
pour in. 

One huge Highlander reached the 
dug-out with nothing of his uniform 
left but his kilt, the remainder of his 
raiment decorated a section jf barb¬ 
ed wire, but he was wildly hilarious 
because “the 16th had got its object¬ 
ive.” In all, last year, the Y.M.C.A. 
gave away $86,000 worth .of free 
drinks and other comforts, but the

The Amusement 
Tax Act.- 

To Take Effect on, from 
and after May 1st, 1918 


Every person attending an exhibi¬ 
tion, performance or entertainment at 
a place of amusement, to which an 
entrance or admission fee is charged 
shall on each admission thereto pay 
an amusement tax at the following 
rates: 

(1) When the price of admission is 
from 10c to 20c inclusive, a tax of lc. 

(2) When the price of admission is 
more than 20c and not more than 75c 
a tax of 2%c. 

(3) When the price of admission is 
more than 75c, but not more than 
$1.00, a tax of 5c. 

(4) When the price of admission is 
more than $1.00, but not more than 
$2.00, a tax of 10c. 

(5) When the price of admission is 
more than $2.00, a tax of 25c. 

(6) Atax of 25c shall be paid by 
every person attending any boxing 
bouts or contests. 

(7) Where admission is given by 
pass or complimentary tickets a tax 
shall be payable at the highest rate 
charged for the performance to which 
admission is granted. 

Penalties 

Every person who, without having 
previously paid the tax provided by 
I this act, enters a place of amusement 
! in the province for the purpose of at- 
j tending an exhibition, performance, 

I entertainment or game shall be liable 
on summary conviction to a penalty 
; of not more than $60.0p- "fur each 
offence, and in defayjl of'the payment 
j of the fine and costs, to imprisonment 
; for not more than six months. 

| Every owner of a place of amuse- 
I ment and every employee of an owner 
of a place of amusement who permits 
\ or authorizes or is a party or privy 
! to the admission of any person to 
| a place of amusement for the purpose 
I of attending the exhibition, perform- 
1 ance, entertainment or game therein 
j without payment of the tax provided 
I for by this Act, shall be liable on sum¬ 
mary conviction, to a penalty of not 
less than $5.00, nor more than $200 
| for each offence, and in default of 
payment of the fine and costs to im- 
1 prisonment for not more than six 
I months.
